N pursyance of the instructions contained in your letter of 
the 10th August, I appeared before the Royal Commission 
on Banking, Currency and Economy at its sittings held at 
the Court House in this City on the 16th ult. 

In the short time at my disposal it was not possible to 
present a closely reasoned brief upon the many phases of the 
monetary and eccnomic situation with which organized 
labour is definitely concerned. 

“The “indecent haste” with which the Commission is pro- 
ceeding indicates that it will prove to be nothing but a mere 
repetition of the “episodic manoeuvres” that always have 
characterized the actions of credit dealers, successors to the 
money changers of old, when about to induce Parliament to 
pass or revise “bad laws that will prove pernicious to pos- 
terity.” 

On addressing a properly constituted, impartial tribunal 
charged ‘vith the great responsibilites that this Commission | 
has undertaken, all will agree that both fact and argument 
should be presented in restrained language, advancing plain | 
reeson and simvle logic. There is, however, a proper time and | 
place in advocacy for appeul, conciliation, argument and de- 
nunciatiou. Upon this occasion I determined that the course 
most likely to produce results beneficial to labour called for 
“an evangelical bombardment of invective” directed at the 
private money system with which the majority of the mem- | 
ders of tiie Commission are actively associated, and in which 
they have a profit-seeking and proprietary interest. In my 
cpinion it would have been useless to present any scheme of 
national banking or planned economy to such a group.

The Rizht Honourabie Lord Macmillan, P.C., K.C., a man 
who has risen from the humble position of a Scottish min- 
ister’s son, and who is now stecped in the tradition of institu- 
tionality that has generously bestowed upon him some of the 
highest honours in the gift of an aristocracy that is based | 
upon money power. 

The Honourable J. E. Brownlee, K.C., lawyer premier of | 
the Alberta farmer government. 

Sir Charles Addis, K.C.M.G., a Director of the Bank of 
England, an institution whose monetary policy has brought 
Great Britain and every other nation, including Canada, 
which has attempted to follow it, into a veritable chaos of 
uvemployment and bankruptcy. 

Sir Thomas White, P.C., K.C.M.G., Vice-President of the 
Cane*‘an Bank of Commerce, and Canadian war-time Min- 
ister of Finance, under whose ministry war-time rates of 
interest charged to government for credit loans were in- 
creased by 50%, while, as an added inducement to credit 
dealers to plunder a nation at war, Victory Bonds carrying 
514% were issued free froni taxation. He was Minister in 
1914 when $10,000,000 of Dominion legal tender currency 
notes were issued unsecured by gold and paid out on account 
of the Canadian Northern Railway, the bankrupt under- 
taking of MacKenzie & Mann. 

Beaudry Leman, B.Sc., C.E., General Manager Le Banque 
Canadienne Nationale, was formerly President of the Can- 
udian Bankers’ Association. Mr. Leman is reported, in an 
extract from “The Organizer,” Vol. XII, No. 3, Page 39, as 
stating on November 16th last to a meeting of the Purchas- 
ing Agents’ Association: 

“A symptom of that disorderly metabolism may be 

found in the attempt to maintain high wage rates and re- | 
duce the number of working hours. I suggest reverting to | 
twelve or fourteen-hour day of labour.” 

Now while it is quite true that on the following day this 
bald statement was denied and qualified, the correction 
clearly indicates Mr. Leman’s adherence to the outworn 
theory of banker management under which bankers, by low- | 
cring interest rates and encouraging borrowers to accept | 
credit loans repayable in money, create booms of prosperity. 
And then, by raising interest rates and withdrawing and 
‘withholding credit from circulation, precipitate depression 
crises. | 

This iheory compendiously described as ‘bank-rate | 
policy” permits the banker to profit, by loaning the people | 
vredit when they do not need it and to take their securities | 
away from them by demanding payment in money which | 


borrowers cannot secure for the simple reason that it does 


not exist. | 
In describing the effect of this policy on business and 
wage earncrs, the Macmillan Commission report says: 

“Its efficacy depends upon reducing business profits 
and increasing unemployment up to whatever figure is 
necessary to cause business men either to decrease their 
cost by additional economies or to insist on their workers 
to accept a reduction in wages.” (Section 221.)

OTTAWA, Oct. 23—Since October | 
1, 1930, a total of 101,765 persons 
| have been settled on farms or given 


farm employment under the aus- 
pices of the Dominion Department 
of Immigration and the two great 
transportation companies, a report 
issued by the department indicates 
Families numbered. 12,328, involving 
61,640 persons; single men placed 
in farm work numbered 27,596. 

These settlements involved 
financial assistance.

tal of 12,529 persons, involving 2,327 
families were settled with financial 
acsistance according to Dominion-

The finance committee of the Chamber 
voted to take over the arms plants, lock, 
stock and barrell, and make them Govern- 
ment enterprises. But Premier Daladier 
urged that the Government just hadn’t the 
money, and the committee reversed its 
decision and voted to put the factories 
under stricter control. 

If the vote had been to put the arma- 
ment-makers’ lobbyists under control, and 
send them to the guillotine as fast as they 
are identified, the interests of peace would 
have been furthered considerably. These 
vultures are busy in Europe just now, 
feeding the fires of international suspicion 
and hatred with their propaganda. If ever 
a crew of pirates deserved beheading, these 
war-starters and their employers are the 
men. 
The vote of the committee and the ar- 
gument of the Premier are significant. The 
committee said by its first vote what it 
wanted to do. The Premier apparently 
wanted that done also, but said the coun- 
try couldn’t afford the cost. 

Certainly, if slowly, the “decent opin- 
ion of mankind” is ranging itself against 
the idea that men should be allowed to 
make profit out of the building of arma- 
ment. That is too dangerous to be toler- 
ated much longer. 


TIME WILL TELL 

There appears now to be general agree- 
ment that Canada ought to have, and is to 
have, a central bank—under that or some 
other name. 

Mr. King strongly advanced the pro- 
posal at last session of parliament. Mr. 
Bennett pooh-poohed the idea, but later 
on supported in London a motion that all 
“developed” countries should have central 
banks. The central bank—under some 
name—may therefore fairly be taken as 
a coming event, probably due to arrive 
when parliament meets again. 

But there are central banks and cen- 
tral banks. The name may mean anything 
or nothing. That depends upon the pow- 
ers the central bank is given, for what 
purpose it is told to exercise them, and 
who are named to sit on its board of 
directors. 

The kind of central bank Canada needs 
is a bank clothed with power to regulate 
the supply of money; definitely told to 
increase the supply when the average price 
level slumps too far below par, and reduce 
it when prices soar too far above; and 
directed by men really concerned in 
maintaining a dollar that will mean today 
what it meant five years ago and will mean 
five years hence. 

In other words, a central bank that can 
and will ‘manage currency” in the inter- 
ests of all the people of Canada. 

Perhaps that is the kind of a central 
bank we are likely to get at the hands of 
the “sound money” interests and the finan- 
cia] junk-dealers who gather in the wreck- 
age after a period of deflation? 


MAKE A JOB OF IT 

Things being as they are and have been 
for many years, the prospect of getting 
any Dominion assistance whatever toward 
the Completion of the highway to Jasper is 
too welcome to be undervalued. But the 

t fact is that the establishment of 

relief camps along the route for the 
winter season does not in any measure 
guarantee that the road will be finished by 
this time next year. Still less does it prom- 
ise that when the road is finally completed 
to Jasper it will lead anywhere beyond 
that point.

If the suggestion of this daring young thing should 
ever be taken up seriously, the one class which has 
thriven during the deflationary period would have 
to do as the rest of the nation and live on its fat 
for a while. No wonder the Premier was horrified 
and bade the young woman change her views.

Far away from the scene of the interview I got 
an illustration of the danger of such thinking. 
With a prompting from myself;I listened in on 
a chance conversation between a business man 
and prominent lawyer who had read of the inter- 
view between the girl and the Premier in a coast 
paper. 

Said the business man: “Well, there you are. 
These prairie farmers all borrowed money when 
wheat was $1.50 a bushel and 50 cents of it was 
profit. Now they're asked to pay back the equiva- 
lent of three bushels for each dollar fifty they 
got. Same with the bond-holders. They’re money- 
lenders too, and with the deflated dollar they're 
getting back twice what they put in, in purchasing 
power. I think the girl was getting close to the 
heart of the trouble”. 

More surprising was the lawyer's reply. He 
said: “I don't see how the nation is ever going to 
get its people back to work while it has to pinch 
to pay interest in deflated currency. Interest 
should only be paid out of the earning power of 
the people. It's as morally wrong to pay interest 
out of the nation’s working capital as it would 
be for a company to pay interest out of working 
capital. It's as bad business too. I think the 
Premier should say to the bondholders, ‘Our 
people are idie. We must get them to work. We 
shall use our revenues to put them to work. Until 
our people are back at work earning money with 
which to pay you, we will. have to defer our in- 
terest payments’. If some man had the courage to 
announce that as his policy I believe he'd sweep 
the country, and put it on its feet again”.

When I overheard that conversation, uninspired 
by myself, I realised then why the old churchman, 
believing thag certain formulae of thought were 
essential to salvation, used the thumbscrew, the 
rack and the stake against any suspected of in- 
dependent thinking. Thought is a seedcorn that 
takes root and spreads; a fire that sweeps over the 
tinder of world events, Here was an unnamed 
girl student, buttonholing the Premter on his way 
to the train to put half a dozen questions to him, 
and forty-eight hours hater and a thousand miles 
away, I got this repercussion. I think it was the 
late Lord Leverhulme who said, “If I was to put 
a million pounds into building a new soap factory 
somewhere, it wouldn't even affect the price of 
soap. But a man starts a newspaper and puts his 
thought into it, and it may affect the thinking of a 
nation”. If he has the mind and pen of a Voltaire 
he may overthrow a social order by the power of 
thought. 

I don't know whether the young upiversity 
miss will take the Premier's advice and return to 
housework, while the young men of the univer- 
sities turn to the recommended pick and shovel 
work. I've been living of late in a working-class 
(once working class) municipality where pick and 
shovel men can’t find pick and shovel work to do, 
and where I've had to decline « number of offers 
from women and girls to keep house for me for 
their board snd lodging. My impression is that 
pick and shovel work for men and housework for 
women is neither plentiful nor lucrative. The 
Premier is on more familiar ground when he acts 
as adviser to bondholders and financiers. 

If ever the time comes that a Canadian leader 
must point out to bondholders the wisdom of shar- 
ing in the general sacrifice, so that men may go 
to work, no one would be less vulnerable in such 
a task than that statesman who dedicated his life 
and fortune to the people of Canada at Winnipeg 
a few years ago.

Health and Diet Advice

PSORIASIS COMMON IN COLD WEATHER 

By watching the skin you have a good way to 
check up on the health. A clear, smooth glossy 
texture of the skin holds up to the world a picture 
of glowing health. When the body is diseased, the 
skin is quick to reflect the disturbed condition and 
it loses the pleasing appear- 
ance of health and takes on a 
dull, dead, pale, blotched or 
sallow look. The skin may also 
begin to eliminate wastes when 
they are present and as these 
poisons are thrown out they 
produce the symptoms seen in 
chronic skin disorders such as 
redness, heat, itching, scaliness 
and pimples. Whenever a skin 
disorder of a chronic nature 
appears this is an unfailing 
sign that the trouble is not in 
the skin itself but lies in a 

Dr. F. MeCey —ioodstream clogged with im- 
purities. The only exception to this is that type 
of skin eruption directly due to handling pison- 
ous materials. — 

In all cases where the body is in such a poor 
condition thet the skin is forced to become an 
eliminative channel in order to boil out the pois- 
ons fast enough, the skin disorder which occurs 
is likely to be of a chronic type. Purely local 
treatments to the skin itself will have only a 
temporary effect in clearing up the skin irritation. 
Peoriasis:is a good example of a chronic skin ir- 
ritation brought on by systemic poisoning. 

They say that beauty is only skin deep, but 
the true cause of skin diseases lies much deeper 
than the skin and comes from the bloodstream. 
If you have lived in such a way that your body is 
loaded with impurities and your skin develops a 
stubborn eruption, I would suggest that you be- 
gin to study your habits of living to find out which 
ones are harming you. Then change these to 
good ones. 

The main cause of a skin disorder such as 
psoriasis is a toxemia which is produced by the 
use of wrong food combinations. This creates an 
over-acid condition. The acids are thrown out of 
the body through the pores of the skin, and because 
they are foreign materials and are necessarily ir- 
ritating in nature, they excite the skin and induce 
redness and dryness .While the fundamental cause 
is wrong diet, there may be present various con- 
tributing causes such as constipation, lack of sun 
and air, enervation through loss of sleep, and lack 
of, proper cleansing of the skin through bathing. 

Psoriasis may be exceedingly troublesome once 
it has started and is most often found during win- 
ter but may occur in the fall and spring. Cold 
weather seems to have a special effect in bring- 
ing it on. Psoriasis is different from other skin 
diseases in that there is little or no itching. As the 
disease develops, round red spots come out, and 
over the redness there form dry scales of silver. 
After the circular red spots have enlarged they 
fade out in the middle, which leaves a round 
ring. Psoriasis is different frém eczema in that 
it is dry, while the inflamed patches of eczema are 
often moist or “weeping”. The dry scales may 
adhere closely and impart the appearance of a 
crust. There is no reason to believe that the dis- 
order is catching. 

In correcting any diseased condition of the 
skin, the best plan is to take a short fast at the 
start, using only fruit juice. During the fast, the 
patient is to take one enema per day. The fast 
should be followed by a diet consisting of cooked 
and raw non-starchy vegetables, such as carrots, 
lettuce, celery, spinach, string beans, etc. 

Sun baths are to be especially recommended in 
the treatment of psoriasis, and through their use 
the skin will become more healthy and will return 
to its normal tone. Local treatment of the affected 
parts can be taken at a doctor's office by the use 
of the ultra-violet rays. The skin will be sun- 
burned and will peel off, thus encouraging the 
growth of healthy skin in place of the irritated 
epidermis. : 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Question: Mrs. Genevieve W. writes: “I would 
like to know if grapejuice is harmful to people 
having high bleod pressure. I am very fond of it, 


but having high blood pressure would like to be | 


sure whether or not I should drink it.” 

Answer: Grapejuice is an excellent food drink 
and when used should be taken in place of a meal 
or between meals, but not in addition to an ordin- 
ary meal. Those with a tendency to high blood 
pressure should use grapejuice to which no sugar 
has been added. 

QUESTION: S. inquires: “Will a mixture of or- 
ange juice and egg yolk cure long-standing diges- 
tive orders?” 

ANSWER: The mixture you ask about is a 
simple combination, and many people find it agrees 
with them better than the ordinary bad mixtures 
of food, but there is no magic in such food combi- 
nation any more than there is in the use of any 
other simple food mixtures.

Frontenac’s attempt at a 
“parliament” was replaced by a 
sovereign council. Right up to 
the time of the conquest Canada 
had no semblance of responsible 
government and it was really not 
until passage of the Constitution- 
al Act in 1791 that real legislat- 
ures were granted. The council 
under the Quebec Act was in no 
sense popular government, being 
controlled by the governor. 

It is noteworthy that the first 
overseas parliament that ever 
assembled at a call of a governor 
general was unique in being 
mainly French in language. All 
previous oversea legislatures had 
been those of mere provinces or 
individual colonies of a purely 
provincial kind, as indeed the 
first legislature of Lower Canada 
was in a territorial sense; but the 
governor general as governor 
general, assembled it, while the 
legislature of Upper Canada 
(though not more essentially pro- 
vincial in other ways) assembled 
at the call of a purely local lieut- 
enant governor.

The amount of money the aver- 
age family ordinarity spends for 
food is influenced by several fac- 
tors. Individual tastes, nutrition 
uirements, avoidence of waste 
and ecconomical planning control 
the food budget as definitely as 
does the size of our pocketbook. 
It frequently has been estimated 
that not more than one-fourth of 
the income should be allowéd for 
food. But when the income falls 
below what might be considered 
even a moderate sum, the allow- 
ance for food may be above the 
alloted one-fourth, due to the fact 
that food is of first importance on 
the list of necessities. 


DIVISION OF FOOD 

When the world war enforced a 
combination of economy and food 
conservation, the U.S. Food Admin- 
istration advocated the division of 
the food allowance into fifths and 
this simple workable basis for the 
division of foods was worked out: 

“One-fifth, more or less, for 
fruits and vegetables. 

“One-fifth or more, for milk and 
cheese. 

“One-fifth, or less, for mats, fish 
and eggs. 

“One-fifth, or more, for bread 
and cereals. 

“One-fifth, or less, for fats, su- 
gar and other groceries adn food 
adjuncts.” 

If you will try this arrangement 
for a week or two you will find 
that you are serving well-balanced 
meals which furnish protein, fat, 
carbo-hydrates, mineral constitu- 
ents and vitamins. 


DON’T OVERLOOK CEREALS 

In your meal planning, don't 
overlook the cereals. The germ 
part of grains especially is of great 
value and is classed with the “pro- 
tective foods.” You can work cer- 
eals into appetizing luncheon or 
supper dishes that are most inex- 
pensive ani nourishing.

RELIEF GOING 
TO DRY AREAS 


Earlier arrival of winter will not 
cause any embarrassment to relief 
going to drought areas, as arrange- 
ments had been completed some 
time ago, declared Hon. George 
Hoadley, minister of agriculture 
and health, on Monday. 

“The sudden arrival of snow will | 
make little difference in our pro- ' 
- gram,” he said, “The situation is 
more serious than it was at this 
time last year, but we are better 
prepared to meet it.” 

The minister said that so far 274 
permits for free movement of 
freight cars had been authorized 
~and much feed had been shipped 
into the Pincher Creek and Goose 
Lake areas. Included in the 274) 
carloads of material are 188 of hay, ; 
green feed and beet pulp. 

In storage in stations in this city 
and Red Deer are 400 tons of hay 
and an equal tonnage of green feed, 
purchased by the government and 
ready for shipment. 

Permits have been signed for 
shipment of 79 cars of cattle and 
sheep, also under the free freight 
arrangement. These animals will 
be shipped from the drought. area 
to locations where there is feed. 

In addition, 62 cars of potatoes 
and vegetables have been sent for- 
ward for distribution along the 
Goose Lake line. - . 

These supplies will be sold at 
cost and in cases where settlers 
can't finance, provision 4s being 
made for small loans to cover fnilch 
cows, work horses and poultry. 

The agricultural department has 
agents at Pinches Creek, Calgary, 
Hannah, Consort and Chingok, tak- 
ing applications for shipments and 
making necessary arrangements 
therefor.

He was introduced to the mect- 
ing by Chairman Ed. McGarvey. At 
the conclusion of the address, W. 
W. McBain, past president of the 
Chamber, thanked Hon, Mr. Stev- , 
ens, 

MUST KEEP IN TOUCH 

At the commencement of his ad- 
dress, Mr. Stevens remarked that 
one of the outstanding duties of a 
public official was to keep in close 
touch with the people. 

He desired to sound a néic of 
hopefu'ness. Canadians, he said, 
suffered from an inferiority com- 
plex. They were waiting and 
watching the progress of the Na- 
tional Recovery Act in the United 
States. But he did not think that 
Canada should be influenced to any 
great extent by the success or 
failure of the NRA. 


BREAK AWAY URGED 

“Let us get over this feeling that 
we are unduly subject to the busi- 
ness trends of the Uniied States 
Let us rather look to our own 
country. We have the power to 
lift this country out of the depres- 
sion into which we in common with 
the rest of the world, have fallen,” 
he stated. 

Mr. Stevens told the gathering 
that there was a tendency to depend 
too much on the government. Cit- 
zens leaned on the municipal gov- 
ernment, which in turn leaned on 
the province, which took its prob- 
lems do the federal government. 

“It is the individual who is going 
to do most in helping the country,” 
remarked the speaker, in urging an 
independent attitude on the part of 
the individual citizen. Many were 
loath to lean on the government. 
They wanted to fend for themselves. 
“They are the backbone of our 
country,” he declared. 


TIME TO PAUSE 


He felt that it was time for the 
people to pause and consider 
whether it was wise to make any 
radical changes in the system of 
government. 

“Don't let the idea seep into our 

minds that there is a new system 
to be tried. Our present system of 
government has been tried and 
proven,” said Mr. Stevens. 
; Referring to failures in Canadian 
industry, he pointed out that one of 
the big reasons for the collapse of 
business was over-capitalization. 

Western Canada’s major problems 
were caused by the weight of debt 
and the low price of commodities 
Some sought a way out by the re- 
Pudiation route. They suggested 
the production of Canadian cur- 
rency, and the use of this to redeem 
Dominion bonds. This, he declared, 
would lead to bankruptcy. 


PRODUCTIVITY LAGS 


_ The increase in incorporated debt 
in Canada since 1913 had not 
brought about the desired results. 
And a burden of indebtedness had 
been thrown on business. Produc- 
tivity had not kept pace with the 
increase in the incorporated debt. 

One third of the 6,544,000 farms in | 
Canada were mortgaged, and cut 
of every $100 carned by the farm, 
$29 went to pay mortgage interest. 

“Obviously, gentlemen, the load 
can't be carried,” he declared. 

In an effort to help agriculture, | 
government was at- 
tempting to stabilize wheat prices. 


CAN DO IT ALONE 


“I believe that Canada, by ad-| 
dressing itself to the problems with- 
in its own boundaries, can do much 
to raise the price of farm products,” , 


| Mr. Stevens told his hearers. |

ployed by bankers which involves 
the reduction of business profits, 
the increase in the hours of labour, 
the reduction of wages and the in- 
crease in unemployment, which is 
contained in Section 218 of the re- 
port of which he is the author. It 
reads: 

“Bank rate policy... is a 
most delicate and beautiful in- 
strument for the purpose.’ 

I am afraid that wage-carners, 
from whose ranks the army of the 


unemployed has been developed, | 


will find difficulty in agreeing with 
this conclusion. 

Labour, industry, commerce and 
academic economy are not repre- 
sented on the Commission. It is a 
bankers’ court of enquiry, The des- 
tiny of the nation, the well-being 
of the people and the general stand- 
ard of living are placed within the 
power and under the control of 
men engaged in a business that 
prevents them from acting with 
freedom in the public service. The 
plain fact is that the government, 
has entrusted the standard of living 
of the people to the care of the 
very men that the government 
should have guarded the people 
against. 

No provision has been made to 
provide the people with Counsel 
for the purpose of protecting the 
interests of the public. 

In view of the power to establish 
facts and to propose changes in our 
Canadian banking and currency 
laws, now vested in Lord Macmil- 
lan, I think there are certain mat- 
ters relating to his public service 
in Great Britain with which you 
should be ¢cquainted. 


As the Right Honourable H. P.| 
Macmillan, K.C., he was Chairman! 


of a Royal Commission appointed 
on the 5th day of November, 1929, 
by the British government: 


“to enquire into banking, finance | 


and credit, paying regard to the 
factors, both internal and exter- 
nal, which govern their opera- 
tion, and to make representations 
calculated to enable these agen- 
cies to promote the development 
of trade and commerce and the 
employment of labour.” 


The Committee, consisting of; 


bankers, business men, industrial- 
ists, economists and representatives 
of labour, filed their report on June 
23rd, 1931. For his service the 
Chairman was apparently appointed 
to the Peerage, along with Philip 


Snowden, who was responsible for, 


his appointment and who is now 
the most outspoken champion of 
the Bank of England, Montagu 
Norman and his gold standard.

We are headed for danger 
and we may come to know in tragic 
experience the real meaning of the 
expression: 

“The iron heel of ruthless 
oppression.”

During, the war period the bank 
deposits in Great Brtiain rose from 
less that £1,000,000,000 to more than 
£2,000,000,000. In the United States 
they were increased from $18,000,- 
000,000 to $37,000,000,000, and = in 
Canada the increase was from less 
than $1,000,000,000 to $2,400,000,000 
Our prosperity continued until this 
enormous increase in purchasing 
power was withdrawn from circu 
lation by interest and profits allo- 
cated to capital. 

The fact that the total accumula- 
tion of money wealth alleged to be 
on deposit in the banks in 1914 
was increased by more than 100 per 
cent during the period of war when 
wealth in the form of life and pro- 
perty was being destroyed proves 
that the creation of purchasing 
power upon which progress depends 
is an independent economic func- 
tion of the government. The fact 
that the credits were created in 
private banks does not affect this 
conclusion in any way be ise the 
banks themselves are the creatures 
of the government, tabling their 
right to operate from the charters 
issued under the’ banking laws 
They are merely exercising a dele- 
gated authority of government 

By nationalizing the management 
of the issue and circulation of nat- 
icnal currency and public credit, 
the government becomes possessed 
of the economic organization from 
which may be secured an inex- 
haustible supply of governmental 
purchasing power. This purchasing 
power can be used by advancing 
the intellectual and cultural tone 
of public opinion and the health 
and contentment of the people. 


Governments, by paying national 
spending power out for public en- 
terprise and social service that im- 
prove the outlook and contentment 
of the people as a whole, are in- 
vesting public credit in the best re- 
serve that can be developed for the 
purpose of maintaining the stabil- 
ity of government and the econ- 
omic stability of the social system 
It is in this power of government 
to create and issue its own purchas- 
ing power that we find the way to 
extend to mankind the enjoyment 
of the standard of living that an 
age of plenty warrants 

The adoption of these conclusions 
of the minority members of the 
Macmillan Committee would deny 
to the banker the right to create 
purchasing power in the banker's 
books by the mere stroke of a pen, 
but it would open the way to the 
conquest of poverty. 

That conclusion is axiomatic 
Surely, what the banker has been 
able to do with the manipulation of 
credit for the banker and the fin- 
ancier can be done for the benefit 
of the people and the State 


The lucrative business of con- 
verting public credit into private 
bank credit and loaning it at in- 
terest to the government at the ex- 
pense of the tax-payer as a private 
bankers’ monopoly would be elim- 
inated, and the use of public credit 
as the means of financing twentieth 
century progress would be restored 
to responsible government. ‘Taxes 
other than regulatory would, like 
the gold standard, become relics of 
the illiterate past. 

Public credit would become the 
“economic blood-stream”’ of the 
social system, and the going con- 
cern activity of human progress 
would take the place of gold as the 
security for the value of all wealth, 
real and representative, including 
gold, silver, paper currency and 
credit in the banking Institutions, 

By these findings of fact, the 
members of the Committee respons- 
ible for them have shown the way 
by which the purely artificial 
shortage of buying power can be 
overcome simply by eliminating 
the impossible money and credit 
cost that the private money sys- 
tem imposes upon the circulation of 
credit as the purchasing power of 
government and commerce, ‘They 
point to the way that will serve

Unless Roosevelt nationalizes the 
Federal. Reserve banking ystem 
and uses the power of the Amer 
ican government to do what Lincoln 
did during the Civil War and what 
the bankers were permitted by the 
governments to do during the re 
cent war, viz, to ereate the pur 
chasing power of government neces 
sary to put the people to work to 
save the nation, the N.LR.A, policy 
will take the United States into the 
worst economic calamity that it has 
ever experienced 

To some this analogous illustra 
lion of the economic organization 
may appear to be somewhat over 
drawn, but the fact is that the 
analogy is fairly complete, A social 
system operating under planned 
economy must operate ay an organ 
ization equipped with the supply 
of purchasing power and the means 
of effectively distributing it It 
must move in @ progressive state 
properly equipped with a steering 
organization and = the regulatory 
power that prevents it from moving 
too slow or too fast, or falling to 
pieces.

Our advancement in the science 
of civil government and popular
